Firſt, a great Increaſe of Population of the 
Country; and Secondly, a proportional Increaſe 
of the Manufacture itſelf; the Firſt was not to 
be rapidly looked for; and as without it the 
Second could not take place, the keeping up the 
Revenue to ſo large an Amount, a be cruelly 
ſevere on the Natives, who, being Gentoos, live 
moſtly on Rice, and to whom, of Courſe, Salt 


is a molt eſſential Neceſſary of Life. I obſerve 


that in 1788-9, the average Price was Three 
Hundred and Fifty-ſeven Sicca Rupees per One 
Hundred Maunds, and in 1789-9 it was re- 
duced to about Three Hundred. I thall have 
Occaſion hereafter to mention a further Re- 
duction. 


With regard to the Charges, it has been al- 


ready ſtated, that they are leſs than the Eſtimate, 
chiefly owing to the Salt Advances and Charges be- 
ing leſs than was expected; and to a Decreaſe in the 


Expenſes of Buildings and Fortifications. Theſe 


ſavings would have made a very conſiderable Change 
on the State of the Account, if they had not 
been counterbalanced by the Increaſe of the Mi- 
litary Charges above the Eſtimate. This Increaſe 
is eaſily accounted for, when you are informed, 
that in the Month of February 1790, Lord Corn- 
wallis, at the Commencement of the War, made 
an addition of two Companies to each Battalion 
of Native Infantry, amounting in the whole to 
near Six Thouſand Men, and an Addition of Sixty 
Troopers to each of the two Regiments of Ca- 
valry; and likewiſe prior to the Cloſe of the 
Account, had ſent Lieut. Colonel. Cockerell to 
the Coaſt, with a Detachment, conſiſting of about 
Six Thouſand Men. l 


It does not occur to me, that any further Ob- 
ſervations are neceſſary in Explanation of the 
Account No. 3. and I will therefore now direct 
your Attention to the Eſtimate of Revenues and 
Charges for the Year 1790-91, being the laſt 


Columns of the Accounts No. 1 and 2“. on the 
Table. And as thoſe Eſtimates hold out a very

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Perhaps thoſe of the Committee who were 
8 and attended to my Statements of laſt 
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conſiderable Diminution of Revenue, near Forty ' 
Lacs of Rupees, and ſome Addition of Expence, 


it will be expected by the Committee, that I ad- 
vert more particularly to the Reaſon of thoſe 


Differences. 


And Firſt, as to the Diminution of Revenue. 
The Committee will revert to what I have al- 


ready obſerved, as to the very productive Col- 
lection of Revenues within the preceding Year. 
Having collected ſo large a Sum of Arrears from 
Benares in that Year, the preſent Eſtimate very 
properly holds out the Expectation of receiving 
only the Current Revenue. It is indeed probable, 
that little more Arrears remain to be collected from 
this and the other Land Revennes, than what may 
be ſufficient to counterbalance the Arrears which 
muſt at all Times, to a certain Degree, exiſt in an 
Account brought to a Cloſe on a particular Day. 


But the great Deficiency pointed out in this 
Eſtimate, ariſes from the Article of Salt, which, 
from the Reaſon already given, I certainly do 
not lament. By the Sale which happened 'on 
the 1oth of June, 1790, ſome Months prior to 
the Date of this Eſtimate, the Price of Salt was 
reduced to Two Hundred and Forty-five Sicca 
Rupees per One Hundred Maunds ; and by the 


Advices by the Princeſs Amelia, it appears that 


the Price remained equally low on an Average of 
of 'Two Sales which took Place on the 2d of 
September, and 25th of October, 1790. The 
laſt Sale indeed was ſo low as Two Hundred and 
Twenty-five Sicca Rupees per One Hundred 
Maunds. | 


Theſe Articles, with a ſmall Decreaſe in the 
expected Receipts from the Sale of Opium, fullly 
explain the Deficiency of Eſtimated Revenue. Al- 


though we may feel in the preſent Moment ſome 


regret for the Loſs of any Revenue, yet we can ne- 
ver put any Inconvenience of that Nature, in com- 
petition with the Satisfaction we muſt all feel, in 
reflecting, that the Defalcation ariſes from a Cir- 


cumſtance, connected with the Happineſs of Mil- 


lions of the human Race, under our Protection. 
In Reſpect to the Eſtimated Charges for 1790-91, 
it will be found that the Civil are higher than 
the former Year by about two Lacs. This is 
principally in the Mint Charges, occaſioned by

I do not, however, mean to be here underſtood 
as ſtating the above Purpoſes to be preciſely thoſe 


to which the Surplus Revenues of the Year have 


been applied ; but only that they account for the 
Diſpoſal of a Sum equal to that Amount.

from No'. 27, 28,* and 34, that it would be re-

I ſhall, therefore, only mention that upwards of a

accounted for in the increaſed: Value of Stores at 
that Preſidency, on 3oth April, 1790. 


It has been uſual with me, on former Occa- 
ſions, to ſtate to the Committee, ſuch Obſerva- 
tions as I thought had a Tendency to ſhew how far 
the different Particulars I had detailed, warranted 
the Expectation of a permanent Surplus, 1n future, 
to the Amount which had been actually realized 
in the preceding Year. If the Tranquillity of 
India had continued, it would have given me 
particular Satisfaction this Year to have under- 
taken this Taſk, becauſe I ſhould have done it 
without Heſitation, as I ſhould have been able 
to prove that every. Reſult I had 
every Obſervation I had made, in this Reſpect, 
had been realized. I am ſenſible, however, that 
whatever Opinions I may entertain as. to the

thoſe who chuſe to think it, or, to ſpeak more 
properly; who, without thinking it, chuſe to im- 
poſe upon the Credulity or Underſtanding of 
others, by alleging that the preſent War in India 
18 a project originating at Home, and from thence 
tranſmitted to India, I can only reply, that when 
they adduce a Shadow, not of : Evidence, but of 
Probability, to ſupport ſo wild an Aſſertion, it 
will be full Time for me to advert to it. Till then, 
Imuſt remain under the mortifying Reflection, of 
feeling this War to be a War of dire Neceſſity, 
equally adverſe to the Views and Wiſhes of the 
Government, at Home and Abroad. x 


And- as to what has been alleged reſpecting 
the ſanguine Hopes of Succeſs in the Iſſue of the 
War, I muſt likewiſe diſclaim every Imputation 
of the Kind, as applied to me; I never uttered an 
Expreſlion of that Tendency. I know the Events 
of War to depend upon ſuch a Number of un- 
foreſeen and undefinable Contingencies, that I 
deem every Declaration of the Kind to be very 
unwarrantable. The only Satisfaction I can feel, 


during a depending War, is the Reflection that no 


Meaſures have been neglected at Home to contri- 
bute to its Succeſs, by the Proviſion of an efficient 
Force; and that Satisfaction is further ſtrength- 
enced, by the Knowledge that both the Civil and 
Military Servants concur in doing us Juſtice in 
that Reſpect.

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But the Queſtion is aſked what Reliance is to be put on ſuch Eſtimates; I 
anſwer, that they are undoubtedly liable to every Uncertainty attending Accounts 
formed under ſimilar Circumſtances; but, with that Reſerve, I am not diſpoſed 
to think they are liable to any more; for you muſt have obſerved, for ſome Years 

aſt, that the Eſtimates from Bengal have been accurate to a Degree almoſt 
ncredible, and from the Regularity to which the Accounts of the other Pre- 
ſidencies are now arrived, they are intitled to almoſt the ſame Degree of Credit. 
In Proof of this, I refer to the Compariſon of the eſtimated and actual Acounts 
now on your Table. 


The Time when the Eſtimates were made up alſo merits Attention ; the Bengal 
Eſtimate is dated 16th Auguſt, 1790, and the Madras Eſtimate the 16th Sep- 
tember; and the Bombay Eſtimate was ſent from thence the 31ſt December, 
and was probably made up the Beginning of that Month. 


Before theſe reſpective Dates, the War had continued a conſiderable Time, 
and conſequently muſt have enabled them to judge, with ſome Degree of Accu- 
racy, of its probable Expence for the Period eſtimated. 


In fact, ſome Months before the Date of the Bengal Eſtimate, Cockerell's 
Detachment had marched to the Coaſt. Before the Date of the Madras Eſtimate, 
the Army had been many Months in the Field ; and, before that of the Bombay 
Eſtimate, Hartley's Detachment had been for near eight Months ſerving in 
Travancore and againſt Tippoo, and General ee 


After what I have ſaid, the Committee will not expect me to take up much of 
their Time, in obſerving upon the Alarm which is endeavoured to be created, 
that the ruinous Conſequences of this War muſt ultimately be a Burden upon 
this Country, the Reſources of your Aſiatick Poſſeſſions being inadequate to 
ſuch an enormous Expence. All theſe Aſſertions proceed upon aſſuming as a 
Fact, what is not even attempted to be proved, that ſuch grievous Burdens will 
ever exiſt, or that there is any Reaſon to ſuppoſe the Indian Reſources inade- 
quate to them. 


I am not diſpoſed to undervalue the Reſources of this Country, but notwith- 
ſtanding any inauſpicious Aſpect, the preſent Affairs of India may be ſuppoſed 
to bear, I am ſtill ſanguine enough to hope, that the Day is much nearer when 


the Reſources of India will adminiſter Aid to the Revenues of this Country, than 


that on which we are to apprehend that India will call for Aid from the Finances 
of Great-Britain. 


Perhaps I may feel more confident in my Opinions on theſe, Subjects, from 
looking back to the Difficulties we have already ſtruggled through. When the 

reſent Adminiſtration of India began, we certainly had not an Idea what the 
Amount of the Debts were, for if we had, I doubt whether the ſtouteſt of us 
all would have ventured to have undertaken the taſk. It was not earlier than 
1786, that we could, with any Degree of Certainty, judge of the actual State of 
the Finances of India, owing to the Backwardneſs and Obſcurity of the Accounts 
from thence. At the Time of the Debates on the India Bill, in 1783, the Debt 
in India was ſtated, and argued upon, by thoſe who ſhould have known it beſt, 
to amount to ſomething above four Millions; in truth, however, when it came 


to be collected together and aſcertained, there is no doubt, but at that Period, 


or at leaſt previous to 1786, its Amount was nearer ten Millions than any other 


Sum; probably rather above than below it. 
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Under ſuch Circumſtances, the Committee will not be ſurprized, that we were 
not able to produce any viſible Change for the better, earlier than 1786. Durin 
the four Years from that Time, to the Beginning of May, 1790, the ere 
State of the Company's Affairs is very conſiderably improved; about four Millions 
I conſider as the neareſt Sum I could with Propriety name; but I avoid enterin 


into the Diſcuſſion, as however proper on a future Day it may be, it 1s foreign 
to the Object of the preſent Statement. 8 


I ſhall not trouble the Committee further, but only obſerve, that with the 
Experience we now have, and the Means we think we poſſeſs of making till 
pr Retrenchments on the Eſtabliſhments and Expences upon the'Return of 


eace, I cannot permit myſelf to yield to that Deſpondency, in which ſo many 
Perſons ſeem diſpoſed to indulge themſelves.
